115. and submit that the majority report of 
said committee should not be agreed to. by 
this house, for the reason that the constitu- 
tion. of this state as embodied in article 3, 
section 7, paragraph 6, of the constitution, 
and known as constitutional rule No. 1$3, 
plainly and distinctly provides that the yeas 
ani nays on any question shall, at the desire 
of one-fifth of the members present, be en- 
tered on the journal, which constitutional pro- 
vision is paramount law of the general as- 
sembly on this question, and cannot be altered, 
amended or annulled by any action of this 
house, which fact has been for al] times since 
the adoption of the constitution been so recog- 
nized, and is so embodied in rule of this house,’ 
known ‘as No, 166, prescribing that the rules 
of the: house known as constitutional rules 
shall in no case be suspended, 

The adoption of the committee's report and 
the passage of sald resolution will be a viola- 
tion of the paramount law of thie state and 
will arbitrarily take away a valued and long 
recognized right of the members of this body, 
and will be a violation of all the rulings of 
the present speaker of the house, as well as 
hia predecessors, as well as against all pre- 
cedents of all othér organised legislative bodies 
of this or any other civilised country.

ENTOMOLOGIST SCOTT ~ 
DESTROYS MANY TREES 


Columbus, Gae., December 10—(Special.) 
State Exitomologist W. M. Beott destroy- 
ed nearty three thousand dollars worth 
of fruit: trees in Columbus this morning 
because they were infected with the San 
Jose scale, The seisure and burning of 
the trees is quite interesting, as bethg ' 
part of a very vigorous crusade which the 
state entomologist is waging just now 
against the San Jose scale, and, incident- 
ally, all dealers who ship into the state 
trees so infected. This is the thind or 
fourth seizure made during the past sev- 
eral weeks. 7 

About three weeks ago, it: will be re- 
membered, Mr. Scott seized three ship- 
ments of trees made into Georgia by the 
Cumberland Nursery Company, of Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,, and confiiscated the trees. 
It Is claimed that last year this concern 
shipped into Georgia trees that were in- 
feoted with the scale, and this 
year the state entomologist withdrew 
from them the privilege of shipping into 
Georgia, refusing them the official] tags, 
without which shipments cannot be legal- 
ly made. It was because of the fact that 
they were not tagged that the recent seis- 
ure of trees was made. 

The trees seized in Columbus today were 
not shipped by the Cumberland Nursery 
Company, but by W. Y. C. Grant, of 
Columbia, Tenn. -Mr. Grant is a brother 
in law of one of the officials of the Nash- 
ville concern, and, it is claimed, that 
the latter is interested in his business. At

President McKinley will be given the 
honor seat on the floor of this vast hall. 
In the great throng the eye of ‘the spec- 
tator will fall upon Vice President-ciect 
Roosevelt, the ex-vice presidents, the 
members of the president’s cabinet, 
chief justice and justices of the supreme 
court of the United States, the senators 
and representatives, Admiral Dewey, the 
hero of Manila bay; Lieutenant General 
Miles, in command of the army; Secre- 
tary Langley, of the Smithsonian institu- 
tion; the goverrors of the states and ter- 
ritories of the union, the commissioners 
of the District of Columbia and various 
men who have received a vote of thanks 
from congress. 

The capitol sheltering this distinguished 
congregation will be a vastly more pre- 
tentious structure than that in which, 
much to their disgust, the members of 
the first congress assembled in Washing: 
ton, met on November 17, 1800. On that 


date, a century ago, the corner stone of 
the capitol hed been laid for seven years. 
General George Washington had perform- 
ed the ceremonies on September 18, 1798. 
A grand Masonic, military and civic pro- 
cession took part in the ceremonies, the 
Masons being represented by the grand 
lodge of Maryl:nd and lodge No. 22, of 
Alexandria, Va. The Father of His Coun- 
try delivered an oration, after which ‘‘the 
assemblage retired to an cxtensive booth, 
where they enjoyed a barbecue feast.” 


Many Grotesque Designs. 


Capitol hill had been selected as the 
site for the capitol building because it 
was regarded as the probable cent’al 
point of the future city. The three com- 
missioners appointed by Washington to 
govern the District of Columbia offered 
a premium of $500 and a building lot for 
the best design of a capitol. Fourteen 
designs, mostly by artisans, were sub- 
mitted. One showed a building adorned 
by a weathercock forty feet broad. An- 
other depicted a churchlike edifice, with 
a row of Brownle-like figures arrange} 
across the front. Sccretary of State Jef- 
ferson promptly rejected all but two of 
these designs as beneath serious consid- 
eration. The latter were submitted by 
Dr. Willtam Thornton, an English ama- 
teur draftsman, and Stephen Hallette, & 
French architect. Hallette’s design was 
about to be accepted when a decision 
was given in favor of Thornton's, which 
won the premirm. Hallette was, how- 
ever, made supervising architect of the 
capitol, with a salary of $2,000 a year. 
Thornton and Hellette subsequently quar- 
reled. The latter was dismissed and was 
succeedéd by George Hasifield, an English- 
man. The latter soon fell out with the 
con. missioners, and James Hoban, ,

vember 17, 1800, was called together by 
Jefferson, then vice president, in the 
original senate chamber. The senate floor 
was that of the present basement beneath 
what is now the United States supreme 
court room. The ceiling extended up to 
the garret floor, where a working space 
was left for clerks. The senate gallery 
was about on a level with the present 
supreme court floor. Just behind the sen- 
ate and in the center of the basement 
was the senate lobby, running north and 
south, and behind the latter were several 
committee rooms lining the west side of 
the building. 

Temporary Hall of Representaiives. 

The wing designed for the house of rep- 
resentatives not having been even begun, 
that body met November 17th in a long 
apartment, including the northwest cor- 
ner and ‘he greater part of the west side 
of the senate wing’s main floor and im- 

mediately over the senate committee 
rooms. The ceiling extended cntirely to 
the roof, there being no attic space pro- 
vided. A smal) ante-room in the south- 
west corner was occupied by the clerk 
of the house, This entire space, occupied 
@ century ago as a house of representa- 
tives, is now subslivided in to several of- 
fices attached to the supreme court. 

The house of representatives, thus hold- 
ing its sessions in a room designed for 
the senate officials, was setiously crowd- 
ed. Loud complaints were uttered, It was 
soon devided to construct a temporary 
‘house on the site of the proposed south 
wing, and to build the walls of that wing 
around this makeshift, later to be replaced 
by a permanent hall. ‘“‘The Oven,” as 
this temporary house became known, be- 
cause of its lack of ventilation, was ready 
for the first session of the seventh con- 
gress when it assembled December 14, 1501. 
The ground plan was an eilipse 70 by 90 
feet. The cutved walls, eighteen feet 
high, were of brick. The foundation was 
laid under the present statuary hall. “The 
Oven” was connected with the senate 
wing by a covered way, 14 feet long, 
built of rough pine boards and provided 
with windows. In 1805 the house returned 
to its first temporary quarters back of the 
senate gallery. 

The first permanent hall of representa- 
tives was occupied October 26, 1807. It 
was the old south wing on the site of 
the present statuary hall, where the se- 
crets of the “‘whispering gallery” are re- 
vealed to visitors. It was an elliptical 
room, entered upon at the principal floor. 
Benjamin Latrobe, an English architect, 
given the contract to build the south 
wing, designed this hall to resemble an 
ancient Greek theater. After the removal 
of the house to these chambers its tem- 
porary quarters in the north wings were 
converted into the first congressional! li- 
brary. 

All Senate Sessions Secret. 
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Washington the senate sat with closed 
doors and admitted no spectators to its 
galleries. The senators transacted busi- 
ness in a purely informal manner. The 
house of representatives always held open 
sessions. Its transactions were formal. 
Continental dress was in vogue in both 
houses. The wigs of members were care- 
fully curled and powdered every day. 
Hats were worn by representatives during 
sessions even until 1828. Ladies were ex- 


cluded from the galleries for some years. 


The first supreme court session held in 
the capitol began February 2, 1801, in one 
of the senate committee rooms, on the 
west side of the north Wing's basement 
fluor. 

When the British army marched into 
Washington in 1814, the capitol was stil) 
unfinished. Only the two. wings were 
standing, and these were still connected

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building at the southeast corner of Mary- 
land avenue and/First street northeast 
was leased. Meanwhile the rebuilding of 
the capitol had commenced under the di- 
rection of Architect Latrobe, who, how- 
ever, was succeeded by Charles Bulfinch, 
of Massachusetts, in 1817. Bulfinch re- 
mained architect of the capitol until 1827, 
when Latrobe's plans had been carried out 
by him. 
Whisper Galleries Echo Secrets. 

The senate floor, which, before the fire, 
had been level with the basement, was, in 
the course of these repairs, elevated to 
the height of the main floor. The base- 
mcen* space thus provided beneath it, and 
now the law library, was thereupon oc- 
cupied by the supreme court. The house 
of representatves, now statuary hall, was 
reconstructed along finer lines. The pe- 
cullar acoustic properties which carry 
the faintest whispers across its entire 
length soon developed to an embarrassing 
extent. The political secrets of factions 
silently conspiring in remote corners of 
the hall could be distinctly overheard by 
innocent rivals sitting at respectful dis- 
tances, 


The two wings were connected for the 


first time by the central rotunda, sur- 
mounted by a low dome 145 feet high, con- 
structed of briek, stone and wood, and 
sheathed with copper. The main hall of 
the library of congreas was erected west 
of the rotunda. Thus. not until 1827 was 
the original capitol, at a total cost of §$2,- 
433,814, actually completed. 

Beneath the center of the rotunda was 
built in crypt, a subterranean chamber, 
in which, when the rotunda was designed, 
it was proposed to place the body of 
Washington. A galleried opening was to 
be left. in the center of the rotunda floor, 
and through this the sarcophagus con- 
taining the sacred remains was to be 
viewed in the crypt. Mrs. Washington, 
who had consented to the removal of the 
remains to Mount Vernon, died before 
the proposition was carried out. Washing- 
ton’s heirs then entered objection and the 
project was abandoned in 1832. A ‘“‘keeper 
of the crypt,’’ by order of congress, kept 
a light burning in the vault until the civil 
war. Up to that period it had not been 
extinguished for fifty years. 

Larger Capitol Commenced. 

A larger capitol became necessary in the 
middle of the century. It was thereupon 
decided to add greater wings to those al- 
ready built. 
built Girard college, Philadelphia, was ap- 
pointed architect. On Independence Day, 
2851, President Fillmore laid the corner 
stone of the extension and Daniel Web- 
ster delivered an eloquent oration. The 
materal for the walls of the new wings 
was white marble, slightly variegated 
with blue. It was quarried at Lee, Mass. 
The columns adorning the wings were cut 
from single biocks of marble quarried in 
Cockeysville, Md. In 1856 the old low 
dome was removed and the construction 
of the new dome begun. The latter, made 
of iron castings,bolted together and paint- 
ed white, required nine years for construc 
tion, and cost $1,250,000. It weighs 3,576 
tons. The bronze statue of Freedmon sur- 
mounting it was modeled by Thomas 
Crawford, and cost nearly $25,000." It ‘s 
nineteen and one-half feet high and 
weighs 14,95 pounds. Its topmost point 
towers 288 feet above ground. When the 
larger capitol was completed In November, 
1867, the total cost, including the original 
building and extension, amounted to near- 
ly $13,000,000 

In 1860 the supreme court removed to 
the hall which the senate had just va- 

for its new chambers in the north 
le wing. The court has since re- 
tained these quarters, those which it va- 
cated being occuped by the law library 
of congress, as stated. 

Further Improvement Projected. 

Architect Walter, having resigned in 
186, his former assistant, Edward Clark, 
of Philadelphia, succeeded him and com- 
pleted the porticoes of the new wings, 
the grand stairways, and the imposing 
marble terraces approaching the west 
front. Mr. Clark, at a venerable old age, 
still retains his important office. When 
congress assembled last Monday it dis- 
covered the most recent of his improve- 
ments upon the old structure. This was 
the sub-division of the space vacated a 
few years since by the congressional }i- 
brary into handsome committee rooms, 
Architect Clark has completed plans for 
a still greater capitol, These include a 
pew marble from covering the origtnal 
sandstone face of the old capitol and ad- 
ding an: imposing vestibule to the ro- 
tunda.

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HALF DOZEN SPEECHES MADE 


Morgan Takes Issue with Teller, 
and the Two Senators Discuss 
the Hay-Pauncefote and 
Clayton-Bulwer Agree- 
ments. 


Washington, December 10.—The senate 
spent almost five hours in executive ses- 
sion considering the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty. There were five or six speeches 
made. Senator Morgan elaborated some- 
what his position as to the effect of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. He took issue 
with Senator Teller as to the purport of 
the first clause of that treaty, claiming 
that it only applied to Great Britain's 
right to fortify the Nicaragua canal it- 
self. Senator Teller replied at some 
length, asserting that the provision was 
of more general import, as, he said, any 
one could ascertain for himself by read- 
ing President Buchanan's views upon the 
subject when he was minister to Eng- 
iand. The declaration then showed plain- 
ly, he said, that England had attempted 
to extend her right beyond the immediate 
vicinity of the canal. Mr. Teller repeated 
his declaration that the United States 
should construct the canal if at all re- 
gardiess of the British position and with- 
out going through the formality of rati- 
fying the pending treaty. 

During the day speeches were made by 
Senators Money, Stewart, Frye and oth- 
ers. Senator Stewart announced that he 
was for the treaty without amendment, 
and Senator Money that he was against 
the treaty in any form. He wanted the 
canal built as much as any senator could, 
he rgaid, but he considered the pending 
treaty nothing less than an insult to the 
intelligence of the American people. He 
had no doubt that if proper diplomatic 
efforts should be made it would be possi- 
ble to secure the complete abrogation of 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, and that was 
what he wanted. He did not, indeed, be- 
lieve the people of this country would be 
satisfied so long as any vestige of that 
instrument remained among existing in- 
ternational obligations. The convention, 


he said, is contrary to the wishes of the 


people of the United States, and they 
could be satisfied only by definitely eras- 
ing it once and_ forever. There also 
should be new €onventions between the 
United States and Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, giving absolute control of the wa- 
terway to this country. He wanted no 
partnerships with any country in owner- 
ship or management of the canal when 
built. 

The possibility of Secretary Hay’s re- 
signing in case the foreign relations com- 
mittee amendment to the treaty should 
prevail having been alluded to, Senator 
Frye said he was in position to make 
the official denial of that report. The 
secretary had no such intention. Mr. 
Frye announced himself as favorable to 
the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. He said 
that to deny the effect of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty as much as we may, it still 
is on the international recordg of this 
country, and is given more or less recog- 
nition by every administration that has 
to deal with the question of the con- 
struction of an isthmian canal.

Senator Chandler asked Senator Frye 
to make Secretary Hayy's position with 
reference to resigning public, but the 
Maine senator declined, saying that he 
was only authorized to make the state- 
ment to the senate. Mr. Chandler retrot- 
ed that to do that was equivalent to giv- 
ing it to the public, and the senate then 
lapsed into a discussion of the ways in 
which their executive secrets get into 
the newspapers. 


FIRST SUPPLY BILL PASSES. 


House Agrees To Appropriation of 
Over $24,000,000. 

Washington, December 0.—The first of 
the great supply bills, the legislative, 
executive and judicial! appropriation bill, 
Was passed by the house today in record 
time. The bill carries $24,496,308, and has 
131 pages, but there was less than ten 
minutes consumed upon it. Mr. Bingham. 
of Pennsylvania, who was in charge of 
the measure, tendered his thanks to the 
house for the confidence shown in the 
appropriations committe. It required 
about three hours for the clerk to read 
the bill. No other business was trans- 
acted. ‘The bill was read for amendment 
under the five minute rule. Mr, Bingham 
said that both parties in the recent cam- 
paign pledged themaelves tp economy and 
retrenchment. The permiling bill was a 
step in that direction. Mr. Robinson, of 
Indiana, protested that clerks in the gov- 
ernmer:t .ervice outside of Washington 
did receive the same leave privileges re- 
ceived by those here and he thought the 
unjust discrimination against the former 
should cease.

Our Lack of Cities. 

The lack of cities in the south leads 
The New Orleans Picayune into the 
discussion of a very fruitful topic. 

Massachusetts is but a poor state in 
her native resources, but taking advan- 
tage of the want of enterprise in the 
south heretofore, she has built up a 
series of cities which touch each oth- 
er ali through the state. The Picay- 
une points out the showing of the 

nited States statistical abstract for 
1899, to the effect that in that year there 
was on deposit in the savings banks 
of Massachusetts the enormous sum 
of over $509.000,000, while in Louisiana 
savings banks at the same time there 
was only $3,000,000. Massachusetts, 
with more than twice the population 
of Louisiana, has an area of only about 
7,000 square miles, while Louisiana is 
about six times as great in territory, 
which covers 48,000 square miles, and 
at the same time the Massachusetts 
workers are 85 times as rich, man for 
man, as are those of Louisiana. Hence 
The Picayune comes to the conclusion 
that— 

If the people of the southern states 
would spin their own cotton and wool, 
Work up thejr own iron and steel into 
the manifold products in common use, 
and manufacture their other raw ma- 
terial into articles of daily use, they 
would soon have numerous cities, whose 
busy people would be earning the wages 
commonly paid to expert or skilled labor, 
and they would have many more millions 
of wealth than they have got today de- 
posited in the savings banks of their 
cities, Cesar 

The policy thus outlined would work 
a revolution of the map of Georgia.

Rome would 
become a city of 100,000, while the 
country from Macon, through Fort 
Valley to Americus and Albany, would 
likewise be a continuous city.

Relief for the Postoffice Service. 


While congress has been busy im- 
proving the railway mail service and 
the postal carriers, it has been strange- 
ly unobservant of the postoffice cler- 
— force. 

ust now there is an appeal pending 
to place this branch of the public ser- 
vice on a plane with the others. In 
Atlanta, for instance, the postoffice 
force has always been heavily over- 
worked and underpaid. The hours 
amounted to slavery, and the result 
Was necessarily much unavoidable in- 
efficiency. 

A recent review of the work of the 
New York postoffice but illustrates a 
scene Which is duplicated in every 
postoffice throughout the country. The 
report says: 

The countefs were piled five and six feet 
deep with newspapers and packages at 
an hour when they should have been 
cleared. The force of clerks which had 
come on at 7 o’clock in the morning was 
still at work, although it was 5:30 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and they are supposed 
to be on duty only eight hours, one hour 
being deducted for luncheon. 

Nevertheless, without a murmur, the 
clerks were sticking to their posts and 
sorting the mail at lightning speed. There 
were two “tours’’ at work while the re- 
porter watched. The “tour’’ that went 
on at 4 o’clock, which was supposed to 
relieve the men who had been there since 
7 o'clock, worked side by side with the 
Others, and the crowding hampered the 
clerksa,. Yet, despite all this extra work, 
trucks laden with mail bags were in the 
north end of the buildigg. 

According to the achedule these trucks 
should have been emptied hours before. 
Not only were these trucks laden with 
sacks which could not yet be touched, 
but out In Mail street were wagons filled 
with mail which could not be unloaded 
because there was no place to put it and 
no clerks to eort it.

When some cotton calculator esti- 
mates that the crop is more or less by 
a few thousand bales, it is the custom 
with the speculators to get up a sen- 
sation on the market and then run the 
price up or down, as suits their pur- 

se. 

a the meantime the cotton producer 
who lives at home and feeds himeelf 
should not lose his grip. The demand 
for this cotton is just as great as ever, 
there is not one pound too much of it 
in the world, and it will all bring its 
ultimate price by the time it reaches 
the spinner. There is no need of rush- 
ing into market for fear no one may 
want the product a week later, Those 
who do 80 generally play into the hands 
of the speculators. , 

The United States agricultural de- 
partment has figured it out that there 
are a few extra thousand bales of cot- 
ton in the fields. Well, what if that 
be true? This cotton is worth as much 
as ever, and would be so if an extra 
million bales should be discovered. 
There will be use for it all, and none 
of it will remain by the seaside unsold. 

Let the speculators squirm as they 
may— they can only hurt themselves. 
A stiff upper lip Is what the farmer 
needs, and with it he can wait until 
the storm blows over.

The position assumed by Superinten- 
dent Mills, of West Point academy, 
that he can afford new students no pro- 
tection against bullyism. is being 
roundly abused By the press of the 
country. 

The Philadelphia Times, especially 
severe, says that whatever exaggera- 
tion there may have been in some of 
the neighborhood gossip about the late 
Cadet Booz, the essential and undenied 
facts of the lad’s hard experience at 
the military academy point to a wrong 
that cannot be exaggerated, a licensed 
brutality that demands instant reform.

“<1 and could dispose of the lands as they 


pleased. They chose, however, to grant 
their lands to the colosists by estates in 
tall-male; that is, in default of male is- 
sue the property reverted to the trus- 
ice 

Fifty acres were granted to each man, 
but those who had servants were given 
larger grants. The largest grant permit- 
ted under the charter was of 508 acres, 
which was allowed to persons who would 
bring into the province, at their own 
expense,' ten male servants at least 3 
years of age, who would guarantee to 
reside in the colony three years, to begin 
the improvement of their land at once, 
and who would agree not to alienate 
their lands, either in whole or in part, 
except by special permission cf the trus- 
tees. It was also provided that in ten 
years at least 200 of the 300 acres of the 
grant were to be cleared and cultivated; 
and in eighteen years, if any portion re- 
mained unimproved, such portion should 
revert to the trustees. Moreover, the 
grantee was to pay a rental of 2 shil- 
lings sterling for ever 100 acres; the pay- 
ment of this rental, however, was not to 
begin until ten years after the date of 
the grant. This quit rent seems to have 
been the only tax imposed upon the col- 
onists, yet it was not to commence until 
ten years after the property was taken. 
The tax caused a great deal of com- 
plaint, but amounted practically to noth- 
ing, for, on account of the hard circum- 
stances of the people, they were re- 
leased from all arrearages of quit rents 
by the proclamation of Governor Rey- 
nolds on the ist of January, 175. SBe- 
sides these ns, the grantee was 
compelled to plant and preserve 1,000 
white mulberry trees upon ever 100 acres 
of his grant, the trees being fyrnished by 
the trustees. 

The first settlements in Georgia were 
intended by the trustees to be in towns. 
Each town was divided into yards, lots 
and tithings, and each man received one 
lot in town which was sufficient for a 
house and garden. The remainder of his 
fifty acres was located, part just out of 
the limfts of the town, where it was con- 
venient of access, and a part remote from 
the town. These plats of ground, sur- 
veyed into equal portions, were granted 
by lot to the settlers. At Savannah, the 
town lot consisted of one and one-eighth 
acres, the portion just outside of town 
of four and seven-tenths acres, and the 
farm proper of forty-five acres, which, of 
course, varied in its ..stance from the 
village. This method of division of the 
lands was pur--:ed at Savannah, Freder- 
lea, Ebeneser and Darien, the leading 
communities of the colony. The separa- 
tion of a man’s property Into three dis- 
connected lots was not satisfactory, and 
Kava another: cause for complaint. In 
choosing the lands at random about a 
village, the lots were found to be of 
unequal value: as some lands were fer- 
tile, some swamp marsh, and others bar- 
ren highland; so that Ogilethorpe’s in- 
xenulty wes exhausted in the attempts 
at arbitration to please all parties. 

The primary purpose of having the col- 
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onists located in villages was for de- 
fense. It was expected that the inhab- 
itants by being located closely together 
could show a readier and more efficient 
military front to the Spaniards and In- 
dians. who constantly threatened the ufe 
of the colony. 

The reasons of the trustees for adopting 
this species of feudal renure,-which had 
long béen abolished in Efigiand, were 
numerons, and to them unanswerabie. 
Benjamin Martyn, the secretary of the 
trustees, sets these forth in his account 
of the colony of Georgia aa follows: The 
colony was essentially a military colony; 
Hs strength in this particular had tu be 
especially looked after, and hence the 
estate in teil-male was chcsen as th» 
tenure most suited to the preservation of 
the number of male inhabitants, If the 
lands could be aliened, it was feared that 
a monopoly of ownership would result. 
Moreover, the people sent over by the 
trustees had badly managed their affairs 
at home, and it did not seem safe to the 
trustees to pigre an absolute ownership 
in their hands until they proved capable 
of managing it Many of the colonists 
were sent over at the expense of the 
trust and supported by it for many years 
in the province, from which it was con- 
cluded that the trustees had “purchared 
for a valuable conaideration these people, 
their residence, and their labor and in- 
dustry in the cultivation of the provino=.” 


‘In addition, 1t was feared that if the 


right of alienation were granted, unde- 
sirable people would come to the colony, 
and the Frotestant religion would not be 
preserved, which was to be strictly 
guarded cn account of the proximity of 
the Spanish and the French. By a pro- 
vision of the charter, no one was to hold 
more than 8600 acres in the colony, and 
the right of alienation would violate this 
intent. e 

For these and other reasons, this an- 
tiquated tenure was adopted. Bishop 
Sterens in his history of Georgia char- 
acterizes the action of the trusteern as 
follows: “Instead of stepping forth in 
advance of their age as they might have 
dane, they retired behind it, going back 
to the middle ages to feudal timge and 
drew thence from .the laws of dalian 
Franks, this rule as repugnant to reason 
as to justice."” To prove that this method 
of heiding lands in Georgia was unsuc- 


‘ceasful, it is only neces-ary to deacribo 


it. Buch discontent was caused by it that 
even the persistence of the trustees was 
over come and modifications were made 
in it from tinse to time, but it was not 
abandoned until just before the trustees 
surrendered the charter of the colony. 
As there were no lawyers in Georgia, the 
methcds of avoiding this tenure, auch as 
common recovery, fines,-and other legal 
quibbles, were unknown to the inhab-

FEDERATION ASKS FAVORS. 


Labor Convention Adopts Resolutions 
Before Presented. | 


Louisville, Ky., December 10.—The 
American Federation of Tabor today 
adopted, by a vote of 82 to 56, a resolution 
reaffirming the federation’s favorable po- 
sition on the initiative and the referen- 
dum, and also adopted: resolutions favor- 
ing municipal ownership of public utili- 
ties; an eight-hour law for all postofiice 
employees and the higher education of the 
blind. The convention also adopted other 
resolutions reported by the committee on 
reaolutions, making boiler makers and iron 
ship builders eligible us assistant United 
States inspectors of boilers; for reason- 
@ble time of service in sailing vessels and 
examination in seamanship of officers 
of ocean steamers; for executive clemen- 
cy for BE. W. Clark, imprisoned for mu- 
tiny on the high seas; restricting the 
towing of barges and cargo carrying ves- 
sele on the lakes and the Atlantic coast. 

The executive committee reported fa- 
vorably on a resolution for the estabiish- 
ment of a department of commerce an in- 
Gustry, and its action was sustained,

Captain English Speaks with Keen 
Satire—Another Letter Will Be 
Written—Mayor Woodward 
Says He Has the Doc- 
tor’s History. 


The board of police commissioners got 
after Dr. L. G. Broughton, pastor of the 
Baptist Tabernacle, last night, and judg- 
Ing from the remarks of the commission- 
ers and the action taken, the minister 
will have to “come across” with his in- 
formation about policemen drinking at 
the fair grounds or he will have to “‘take 
water,” as one of the members of the 
board expressed it. 

The fact is, that Dr. Broughton will 
have to make good his charges or admit 
that he was misinformed. The commis- 
sioners have taken up the matter In dead 
earnest. : | 

Coupled with the agtion of the board 
were the bitter invective of Mayor Wood- 
os and the keen satire of Commission- 
er "English in discussing the matter. 

Mayor Woodward used some very strong 
language, and referred to what he called 
some of the divine’s past history. 

Commiasioner English spoke in a way 
which made it appear that he was will- 
ing to accord the preacher every leniency, 
but at the same time there was an_un- 
mistakabie satire in every word he had to 
utter. 

The taking up of the Broughton con- 
troversy by the board was unlooked for. 
It was known that the preacher was out 
of the oity, and it was stated before the 
meeting that the matter would not be 
mentioned; but during the session Mayor 
Woodward opened up the subject by 
asking what the chief of police had done 
toward getting the desired information 
from Dr. Broughton. 

Aa Captain English expressed it, the 
police board and Dr. Broughton are now 
engaged in a little game of checkers. Dr. 
Broughton moved first; then the commis- 
sioners moved; Dr. Broughton moved; 
the board moved. 

The Doctor’s Next Move. 

‘It is Dr. Broughton’s next move,” said 
Commissioner English. “And,"’ he added, 
“he must make good his charges against 
this department if he lives in this city.” 

A policeman had been tried and the 
chief of police announced that there were 
no more trials. 


“What! remarked Mayor Woodward, 


“No more trial, v"hen Dr. Broughton was 
to furnish us so many caées to investi- 
gate? I want to know what the chief 
has done in that Broughton matter.” 

Chief Manly had his secretary to read a 
letter which had been sent to Dr. 
Broughton. In that letter the chief 
stated that the board was not satisfied 
with the doctor's first letter. The board 
wanted the names of the policemen who 
had been drinking at the races and they 
wanted the evidence to convict, all of 
which Dr. Broughton had stated in the 
pulpit he could produce, 

The chief stated that he had this letter 
left at Dr. Broughton's residence, but 
received no reply. 

Commissioner English spoke first. He 


spoke slowly and deliberately, and there’ 


was the suspicion of a smile on his lips 
which caused the mayor to ask if he was 
speaking in irony. The commissioner 
said he was speaaing in earnest, but there 
was that evidence of satire which he did 
not conceal. He said: 

“Now, we all know that the good doctor 
is a busy, a very busy man. He has a 
great deal of business to look after." 


Has Pienty of Business. 


“He ce-tainly has,” put in the mayor. 

“And we should give him all the time 
he wants,"’ continued Commissioner Eng- 
lish. ‘We ought to grant him a further 
indulgence. Let's have our chief write 
to him again and state that we know he 
is a very busy man, and that we will 
be at his services whenever he needs us, 
He can give us forty-eight hours’ notice 
when it suits his convenience to meet with 
us. <And the chief can also add that we 
would be pleased to have: him be with us 
at any time when he can apare himeelf 
from hia busy labors. He is a good citi- 
sen, and he must be aware of the great 
necessity for hie making his charges, ut- 
tered deliberately from the pulpit, true. 
He owes it to the police force and the city 
to help us punish auch policemen aa lie 
around race tracks drinking whisky."

XMAS MAIL RUSH 
Postmaster Smyth Will Put on Big 


Extra Postoffice Force. 
EXPECTS A BIG BUSINESS 


Extra Carriers and Five 
Clerks To Do Duty.

LARGER FORCE THAN LAST YEAR 


Two Stamp Windows Will Be Oper- 
ated—Additional Registry 
Clerks. 


Postmaster Smyth is making prepara- 
tions for the proper handling of the im- 
mense amount of mail matter that will 
pass through the Atlanta postoffice dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays. The holiday 
rush of mail will begin about the 20th 
and continue until the 3lst, and on the 
former date Major Smyth will inaugurate 
A special arrangement that will greatly 
facilitate the enormous amount of work 
recessary and prove of great benefit to 
the public generally, | 

This arrangement will consiat of the ad- 
dition of five clerks and thirteen carriers 
to the regular force, and an addition 
of perhaps two men in the registry de- 
partment. One extra man will be put on 
duty who will do nothing but weigh pack- 
ages. In the afternoons during the holl- 
days two stamp windows will be operat- 
ed. The new window will be opened to 
the right of the general delivery window. 
Last year Major Smyth put on an extra 
force of ten carriera and two clerks, a 
register clérk and a weigher. ‘ 

The holiday rush last year was im- 
mense, but Major Bmyth atated yester- 
day afternoon that he expected the bual- 
nessa this year to be one-third larger than 
it was in 1899. All of the business trans- 
acted in the registry department is not 
Iiccal, but large numbers of packages are 
received every day for distribution 
throughout the state. This effort of Ma- 
jor Smyth to dispatch the business é¢f 
the office in such a thorough manner will 
be greatly appreciated by the general pub- 
lic,

This ‘fact alone would serve to give the 
play. distinction, without its many other 
more positive merits. No doddering bid 
mercenary tracks his tiresome way 
through the story demanding his rent.

donning black, but on the contrary going 
out in a red gown with a golf cap thrown 
about her shoulders. These details are 
trivial, but they give weight and value 
when multiplied. 

One essential feature that has undoubt- 
edly contributed largely to the play's 
popularity is that nothing is left to the 
imagination. An atmosphere is created 
by the introduction of live sheep, horses 
and cows, and in the supper scene steam- 
ing hot tea, a kettle of boiling water and 
everything that could possibly a4d to 
the absolute realism of the performance. 

The rather grim story is told with a 
simplicity and naturalness that impresses 
one with the truth of the picture of life 
it presents. Color is laid on with a spar- 
ing hand. The men and women who peo- 
ple the story are not given credit for 
emotions they could not feel or forced to 
give utterance to high flown sentiments 
that would mean nothing to them. ° 

Tt is a atrong, homely play making its 
appeal directly to the heart and the 
lesa complex emotions. One may at times 
lack sympathy with the motives and in- 
tense reapectability that impel a man to 
catechise and rebuff a woman who had 
appealed to him for help and protection, 
and to shun her as something unclean 
because she had been betrayed. One 
felt, too, that more might be sald when 
the conduct of the man who had so foully 
wronged the woman was characterised 
merely as “unmanly and un-Christian.” 
They are a temperate people in New 
Hampshire, and in “Way Down East" 
they are drawn aa they are. 

It fa the old squire's son who gets one's 
sympathy and respect and retains it. 
Born and reared in an environment 
where parental authority is almost su- 
preme, he dared defy it, and walk rough- 
shod over the prime code of New Eng: 


land morals, for the sake of a woman 


he loved.

PROFESSOR J. A. HOLMES 
PRAISES STATE SURVEY 


Professor J. A. Holmes, of the Univer- 
sity of North Carofina and state geolo- 
gist, has stopped over in Atlanta for a 
day or two on his way back from the 
Southern Industrial convention at New 
Orleanr. He spoke enthusiastically of 
the part the Georgia delegates took in 
that convention, and of the large num- 
ber of valuable papers read there show- 
ing the great industrial development now 
going on in all the southern states. Pro- 
fessor Holmes said: 

“Every time I pass through Georgia I 
awake to a new realization of her rapid 


progress and her great latent wealth, es- |. 


pecially her great mineral resources, 
which your state geological gurvey is now 


doing so much to develop. Indeed, in | 


real mineral wealth, as in other matters, 


,Georgia is coming to be recognized by 


the geologists and mining engineers who 


largely control the invegtment of capl- 


tal, as one of the greatest states of the 


union.. And this recognition is coming 


about largely asa result of the work 


‘of your state geologist and his aasist- 


ants. Al 

When asked especially about the work 
of geological surveys in genera) and the 
fact. that they were often the subject of | 
criticism, fessor Holmes said: 

"Yen. the position of a state : togtet | 
fs a dificult one to fill to the satisfaction 
of all parties. Some people. think he 


Ahould shend the larger part of the time 
-in his office, while ‘others whe do not 
/understand fully the various duties of 


the office think that he should spend most 
of his time in the field. But the work 
of this office can only be fydged and 
measured by its aggregate results. 

“I have known some state geologists 
who spent much the larger part of their 
time in the field and published splendid 
acientific rts without bringing a dol- 
lar of capital into their: state. I have 
known other cases where the state geolo- 
gist apent nine-tenths of his time in the 
office. looking after the administrative 
work, editing the reports of his azsist- 
ante and corresponding with éapitalists, 
whose work resulted in the investment 
of millions of capital in his state. The 
same state geologist, furthermore, may 
have to spend ‘nearly ali of his time in 
the office some years and during other 
years he may spend much of it in the 
field to good advantage. 
“Your survey,” -Professor 
Holmes went on to say, “like most others, 
has.had a,hard time of it during . the 
ee years of cae existence. But its re- 
ports are now published and dis- 
tributed, and thoweh the papers, letters 
and visits of the state geologist and his 
assistants to the meetings of scientific 
societies the work of the survey and the 
resources of the state are made 
known to geologists and capitalists in 
other states as well as at home, If your 
general assembly would double the ap- 
ogatecmrgge for your geological survey for 

the next five years the result would be 
Tepaid to the state tenfold through stil) 
wredter mizing and develop- 
ments. I happen to know of one case in 
which your state geologist, by a consider- 
able amount of correspondence and one

PETERS STREET TO. 
HAVE STREET CARS 


Citizens, However, Do Not Want the 
New Line, 


THINK STREET TOO NARROW 


Citizens Contend Street Cars Will In- 
terfere with Business. 


Electric Railway Recommends That 
Either a Trestle or a Viaduct Be 
Used by Street Cars. 


Discussion upon the application of the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company for per- 
mission to cross the railroad tracks on 
Peters street at a grade occurred before 
the committee on electric and other rall- 
roads, of which Alderman Johnson is 
chairman, yesterday morning. Directly 
after the discussion the consmittee held 
an executive session and decided to grant 
the entire Peters street franchise provided 
the street cars cross the railroad tracks 
on a trestle or upon a viaduct. The report 
also gives the Southern railway four 
months to construct a viaduct over its 
tracks on Peters street, the Atlanta Rapid 


of the cost. 

This was done over the protest of citi- 
zens from Peters street. 

J. R. Smith, of Smith & Higgins, the 
Peters street merchants, addressed the 
committee. He stated that the street is 
too narrow for a car line. Mr. Smith de- 
clared that the property owners on the 
street already had a movement on foot 
by which they intended widening Peters 
street ten feet. 

“We are very much in favor of the pro- 
posed viaduct,”’ said Mr. @mith, “but the 
width of the street at present makes a 
street car line entirely impracticable from 
a commercial standpoint. We are forced

to object to a street railway even with the 


viaduct.”’ 

Mr. Smith referred to a petition that has 
been given the committee, signed by a 
number of citisens, whése signatures had 
been procured, he said, by misrepresenta- 
tion of the real facta on the part of the 
parties asking for this franchise. 

“In the first place,” he said, ‘“‘the ma- 
jority of the signers of that petition were 
assured before they agreed to align it 
that there would be a single track; others 
were induced to sign it by the statement 
that it would result in the paving of our 
street with asphalt, and to this we have 
no objection, az you well know. 

“But we do inaiat that these gentlemen 
be recognised in thia matter by bringing 


‘about an agreement at once between the 


city, the county and the street railway 
company, so that when the construction 
of the tracks is going on the street may 
be paved at the same time. This we ask 
in the interests of commerce and we 
think that it is the duty of the committee 
to represent these people who have signed 
with this understanding in this particular 
matter. ; 

“At\ the time this petitién »v.3 be- 
ing signed the representatives of the car 
line led some of our citisens to believe 
that they would re¢eive 3-cent car fares. 
Now we ask this committee to consider 
these gentlemen and grant this fran- 
chise only with the condition that upon 
failure to maintain a 3-cent fare the fran- 
chise reverts to the people. 

“Some other citizens were induced to 
sign this petition because they were told 
the street was to be sprinkled once every 
hour, and we insist that a sprinkling 
clause should be put in this franchise if 
these gentlemen are to receive this grant. 
Others were told that the car would go 
to Jonesboro, some to Salt Springs, some 
to Cascade and other points. We do not 
regard this as a serious matter, as we do 
not think the line will go to any of these 
points until the company is assured that 
the traffic along the line will warrant it. 

“Our position is that if we are to be 
afflicted with these street cars we should 
receive a partial reimbursement. As I 
have stated before, the traversing of this 
street with street cars will work a won- 
derful change in its destiny commercially, 


as we depend almost entirely on our coun- 


try trade. We know, and this committee 
knows: in fact, every man knows, that 


you cannot successfully mix country trade 


and street cars."’ 

Mr. Smith handed a petition signed by 
several prominent gentiemen whose 
names appear on the other petition. The 
second paper stated positively that they 
understood that the present track of the 
Atlanta Rallway and Power Conipany 
was to be used in front of their property 
and that they were informed that there 
would be no construction of new tracks. 

Capthin W. M. Middlebrooks stated to 
the committee that he had signed the 


petition with the understanding that there 


was to be no construction of new tracks 
in front of ‘hia property. He had author- 
ized Mr. Smith, he said, to speak for 
him upon the matter by giving him a 
note. He also stated that Mr. Smith had 
returned the note asking him to make the 
statement for himaelf.
